The Senate of Loyola of Montreal met Thursday, 
ber 6, in the Boardroom of the Vanier Library, with twenty 
members present. The meeting started at 2 p.m. with the 
gallery full and the corridors crowded with students shouting 
‘The Romper Room Senate!”’ 

The first order of business, a motion from the Executive 
Committee with regard to punitive measures to be taken 
against students or professors who disrupt “‘classes, labs, 
or other. academic areas in future’ was passed after a 
two and a half hour fiery debate and one amendment, by 
a vote of fifteen in favour and five against. 

During the debate a member of the gallery 
ident of the L.M.S.A., Marcel Nouvet,

, former pres- 
interrupted the meet- 


ing, to the extent that he had to be asked by the chairman, 
Fr. Malone, to leave the meeting. 





Upon his refusal to leave, Dean Shearer, Dean of Students, 
warned Mr..Nouvet that if he did not leave of his own accord 
he would be expelled. The Senate was informed of this and 
were told that the police had been called onto the campus 
to evict Mr. Nouvet. 

A motion was then made that a Disciplinary Committee 
be set up by the Nominating Committee to study action 
to be taken with regard to the previously passed motion. 
A vote passed this motion with eighteen for it, one against 
and one abstention. 


One of the student senators put forward a motion at this 
time that the meeting be adjourned because of the fact that 
the police would soon be on campus. The motion was defeated: 
eighteen against, two in favour. 

The second order of business, a nine-page report entitled: 
“Part I of the Report of the Senate Committee on Elections 
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and Privileges”, was put forward. A motion to recieve 
the Report was unanimously acceptea. 

Fr. O’Brien started to read his committee's report when 
the meeting was thrown into a state of confusion by the 
arrival of the police, at five p.m. 

Loyola’s legal statement was again read to Mr. Nouvet 
in French at his request. When he refused to go peacefully, 
nine constables joined the sargeant and separated the ring 
of students, who had linked arms, surrounding Mr. Nouvet. 

Cries of police brutality from students and _ professors 
and “Fascist pigs’ echoed through the boardroom. 

Mr. Nouvet was then thrown to the ground and handcuffed. 
At Dean Shearer's instigation the Administration offered 
that “‘the college will press no police charges, that he (Nou- 
vet) must leave the campus for only one day, that he is 
neither expelled nor suspended from the university’ if 
Mr. Nouvet would have the students in the corridor disperse. 

After her son had left, Dr. Anderson made the following 
statement to The Paper: “I am very pleased with my son, 


and I am very disturbed that the police could be called 
in over so little a crime. I am very sorry for the disturbance 
in the Library.” 

The two student senators who had walked out as soon 
as the police arrived, left the Senate with eighteen members 
in attendance, a bare quorum. 

The tone of the meeting, with the gallery empty, 
greatly. 

After several hours of business, Fr. Malone suggested 
that, after a very trying day, the meeting be adjourned. 
This was also passed by acclamation. 

At 6:20 p.m., a visibly shaken Senate adjourned for another 
month, hoping that today’s meeting, marred by disruptions 
and violence, and stifled by points of order and information 
would remain only as a bad memory.

On August 6, 1969, the 
L.E.S.A. signed a_ con- 
tract with Wayne Gray, 
The Publisher and Editor- 
in-Chief of “The Paper’’ 
for the joint publication 
of 24 issues containing 
news of both Sir George 
Williams University. and 
Loyola campuses. 


At the time this con- 
tract was signed, the aim 
of the L.E.S.A. was to 
obtain an effective and e- 
conomic means of commu- 
nication with the Evening 
Student body. Prior to the 
current controversy, the 
L.E.S.A. feels that The 
Paper has been such a 
means. 


This crisis has _ spot- 
lighted certain aspects of 
the contract which are no- 
teworthy at this time: 1) 
Wayne S. Gray has comp- 
lete control of and res- 
ponsibility for the editor- 
ial content of The Paper; 
2) The L.E.S.A. has no 
legal power to restrict or 
to in any way affect the 
position of Mr Gray as 
Editor-in-Chief and Pub- 
lisher of “The Paper’

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EDITORIAL 


We have witnessed, through last week’s actions of Loyola’s 
administrators, that without a doubt they have not the 
faintest clue as to how to run a college. 

When faced with a situation that they cannot control 
they tend to forget that Loyola is an academic institution 
and that presently its reputation is at stake. 

The senate of Loyola has seen fit to order all disruptive 
activities to cease in the case of Dr. Santhanam. This 
move may be regarded by some as a good move to restore 
peace and harmony at Loyola. 

In reality, though, it has only served to escalate our 
problems. Students and professors, who previously showed 
their disgust and frustration with the administration’s handl- 
ing of the Santhanam affair may now resort to more militant 
action to protest the infringement on their democratic 
rights to dissent. 

Up to now evening students have not shown any interest 
or demonstrated their stand in the case of Dr. Santhanam. 
In order that Loyola regain its composure it is necessary 
that this affair be settled as quickly and efficiently as 
possible. 

Evening students compose the largest body on campus 
in terms of number. We must therefore let the administra- 
tion know where we stand. 

The time has finally come for evening students to show 
their concern. 

A petition will be circulated amongst evening students, 
demanding that in order to settle the affair, the administra- 
tion must therefore submit to binding arbitration in the 
case of Dr. Santhanam. The petition also request that the 
Senate reconsider last week’s motion to the effect that 
all disruptive activies are ordered to desist. 

This petition does not reflect the attitude of the THE 
PAPER or of the Loyola Evening Student Association, 

but that of the LOYOLA EDITOR SOLELY.

Resigns 


Marcel Nouvet, President 
of the Loyola of Montreal 
Student Association, announc- 












ed his resignation at a ge- 


neral meeting of students on 
Tuesday, November 4. 

After being accused of 
“selling out” by his brother, 
in regards to the offer made 
to Dr. Santhanam, Nouvet re- 
plied: ‘“‘What my brother did 
not tell you, because he did 
not know, was that I am re- 
signing this afternoon. It is 
evident that we can achieve 
nothing by peace in this bloo- 
dy place and I will not be a 
party to violence.” 

After being removed from 
the Senate meeting by the 
police on Thursday, Nouvet 
had changed his tone. He an- 
nounced that although he 
would not run for re-election, 
he plans to create a new 
faction on campus -_ the 
“Loyola Student Movement”. 

The purpose of this move- 
ment, according to Nouvet 
will be to disrupt the col- 
lege by creating disturbances 
on campus on a regular ba- 
sis, perhaps once a_ week. 

When asked how radical the 
group would be, Nouvet re- 
plied that although they would 
try to avoid violence, the 
movement would be very ra-

On Wednesday evening a 
motion of non-confidence a- 
gainst Dr. Savage, President 
and Prof. Jim Moore, Vice- 
President, was passed by a 
vote of 105 supporting the 
motion, 96 opposing it, 2 abs- 
tentions and I spoiled ballot.

Loyola, 
in turn, decided to leave it 
at ‘““Man and His World” un- 
til just recently when the ac- 
tual preparations for its ar- 
rival got under way. 

That is just what our new 
acquisition at Loyola does... 
it transcends the face of Loy- 
ola from the traditional to the 
futuristic. After much delibe- 
ration® the location was deci- 
ded upon be Charles Gagnon, 
Artist-in-Residence and _ pro- 
fessor in the Communication 
Arts. 

Mr. Gagnon chose the site 
between the Bryan and Drum- 
mond science buildings becau- 
se “it wash’t so much the 
question where do we put this 
sculpture” as ‘““what does this 
campus need?’’.
